We are indeed fortunate to have the means in sight to begin 


-, comprehensive road improvement program at a time when there 
will be need of great public works to stead industrial conditions. 
With the funds available from the general income of the hfeue 
"nd a o-radi-al use of substantial sums from the bond issue which 
has bo-en authorized by the people for this purpose, supplemented 
>>y the assistance, now very material and likely to be greater, ot 
the Federal Government for the post roads, we shall be able to 
undertake extensive road-building operations in every county. 
In 


the coming few years we ought to accomplish much toward pro- 
"idinw a network of good highways, reaching every important 
point with through routes, travellabie at all times, from end to end 
-f the State, and connecting with the main highways in our neigh- 
boring Commonwealths. 
Of course, the whole amount of the filcy 


million-clollsr loan, if it should all be used, would not improve the 
entire State highway system, nor can all or the work planned be 
done at once, but i't will be a wonderful advantage to the people 
of T>ennsi'lvank> t-,; hnvo good main roads and every mile of high- 
way perwfivientlv improved will carry its lesson of comfort and 
facility ami !oc;il ;iridc with the spirit of progress into our com- 
munities.

In considering matters relating to our highways it is neces- 


sary to give some attention to the regulation of automobile traihc. 
The conditions growing out o,f the war made the greatly extended 
use of motortruck transportation a necessity, and with the de- 
velopment of the country this great agent in handling passengers 
and materials must be reckoned with more and more. We must 
extend every facility for the business vehicle but \va must also 
enforce our reasonable regulations regarding its use. It was nev- 
er intended that vehicles as large and as heavy as railway car? 
ihoiild travel the public roads at high speed, and the Jaw provides 
limits as to the weight and the size of such trucks. 
No road which 


•.•an bv' built, except it be constructed of steel, can stand the strcs.-. 
j-'.nd impact of .-'.uch trucks moving at from ten to thitry miles an 
hour and weighing with their loads from liftecn to thirty tua;-.. 
The State cannot furnish especial highways for this kind of tralik 
and it is unreasonable and unfair to the other users of the roads. 
:-.nd to the public .vho pay for thorn, to permit the laws to be vio- 
lated, our roads to be di^tro.vod and our peopk-V lives i.-iu'lang-jmi 
bv such selfish operations. Toelh must be put into the laws gov. 
ei-ning ttiose conditions and )!<-v,- that the war is over, and the only 
excuse for tolerating these a!u;ses has passwl, we must put a stop 
to them.

limits as to the weight and the size of such trucks.
